Kellock Royal 
Commission 
touring West 


Seventeen railroaders gave evi- 
dence or appeared as representa- 
tives for groups of C.P.R. en- 
gineers and trainmen in Winnipeg 
this week to open a three-week 
tour of the West by the Kellock 
Royal Commission ” investigating | - 
the C.P.R.’s proposed removal of 
firemen from freight and yard 
diesels. 


Three afternoons were spent 
viewing actual railway yard 
switching by the three-man com- 
mission of which Mr, Jutice R. L. 
Kellock of the Supreme Court of 
Canada is chairman and-° other 
members are Mr. Justice C. C. 
McLaurin of the Supreme Court 
of Alberta and Mr. Justice Jean 
Martineau of the Court of Queen’s 
Bench for Quebec. 

For the rest of the western tour 
formal hearings are set for Cal- 
gary and Vancouver and there will 
be viewings of actual operations 
in those cities and at Moose Jaw 
and in the Rocky Mountains. 

Frank C. Walters, of Moose Jaw, 
a local chairman of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen, claim- 
ed firemen were necessary to give 
protection against the unpredict- 
able actions of the public and 
Harry England, of Winnipeg, & 
CPR engineer declared the duty 
of engineers was to speak up in 
the interests of public safety now. 

Under-cross examination by Ian 
D. Sinclair, CPR general solicitor, 
Mr. Walters admitted his union 
local had been instructed to help 
the firemen’g “cause” before the 
Commission and Mr. England 
conceded the same thing. The en- 
gineers’ union had done so, Mr. 
England agreed, despite an active 
campaign by the firemen’s union 
to amalgamate the two unions in 
the face of opposition from the 
engineers, 

August Hendzel, of Brandon, a 
CPR engineer, said if the Com- 
mission decided firemen were no 
longer necessary he and some fel- 
low engineers would ask for a re- 
vision of railway operating rules 
to determine the responsibility of 
engineers operating without fire- 
men . 

Robert Lane, of Brandon, a CPR 
conductor, told the three-man tri- 
bunal removal of firemen would 
“burden” trainmén and conductors 
with “additional responsibility.” 

One Canadian Railways firemen, 
J. L. Camirand, of Hornepayne, 
Ont., told the Commission he had 
taken over controls of a passenger 
train locomotive following .the col- 
lapse of the engineer, The CPR 
diesel plan, however, does not in- 
clude the removal of firemen from 
passengér trains. 

John P. Struthers, a CPR fire- 
man and Allan Stacey,.A CPR con- 
ductor, both of Winnipeg, were 
among’ the witnésses called by the 
firemen’s union. Both related in- 
.cidents in which the claim was 
made that firemen were necessary 
to carry out safe and efficient 
train operations, 

In one case it was explained 
absence of a firemen might have 
slowed operations. but the com- 
pany has repeatedly stated it is 
prepared to accept this when 
unavoidable. 

Others who appeared were: J. L. 
Stuart, of Kenora and A. M. Mac- 
Donald, of Moose Jaw, both local 
chairmen for the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen; A. A. Lloyd, a 
CPR yard foreman at Regina; 
David Brown, of Kenora, B. Bjarn- 
ason, of Minnedosa, and Harry 
Shalay, of Fort William, all -CPR 
engineers; and CPR Firemen T. N. 
Coty and Albert Sankow, both of 
Winnipeg, and Lloyd Good and 
T. G. Baker, both of Kenora.

Thirty- -five years ago this week, 
on July 29th, 1922, Radio Station 
CKCK in Regina began broad- 
casting. It was one of Canada’s 
first stations, and definitely the 
first in Saskatchewan. On the fol- 
lowing day, the Regina Morning 
Leader wrote enthusiastically of 
the broadcast, for which. some 500 
early fans turned out in a storm. 

“Etheric Waves Are Set Oscil- 
lating to Carry Music and <Ad- 
dresses” read one headline. The 
writer went on to say, “A bright 
light—a green. padded and carpet- 
ed room—an upright stand sur- 
mounted by a structure like a 
large picture hat — a piano — a 
gramophone — tiptoeing — tense- 
ness of atmosphere. : 

“Such was the scene in the 
transmitting room of the Morn- 
ing Leader’s radio broadcasting 
station at 8:30 last night, when

Low levels of Souris River 
blamed on American dams 


The unusually low levels of the 
Souris river which have prevailed 
throughout the spring and sum- 
mer are causing some concern to 
local officials and residents. They 
are asking the. question, ‘What's 
happened to the river?” 

Some have expressed the opini- 
on that Manitoba is not getting 
its full share of the flow from this 
international stream, 

True, the water level has been 
low here before, but this has fol- 
lowed upon, a long period when 
the levels were high from the 
spring run-off and the opening 
of the dams in North Dakota to 
comply with regulations govern- 
ing this water course. 

This year, low water has been 
a feature of the entire season 
and residénts are inclined to be- 
lieve that Manitoba has been ab- 
solutely shut-off, and that any 
surplus water is being retained 
south of the border. 

Mayor H. E. Wright recently 
brought the river condition to the 
attention of Walter Dinsdale, 
M.P., with the hopes that action 
would be taken by the federal 
and provincial governments.

most Canadians as exceptionally 
high-handed and ill-advised. 

Yet that is precisely. what coun- 
sel for the Firemen’s Union, Mr. 
David Lewis, appears to have 
done in a public address at Cal- 
gary, where he said that “It still 
remains possible for one side or 
the other to disagree with their 
conclusions when they have reach- 
ed them and madé them public.” 

It is true that, in the harrow 
technical sense, the report of the 
diesel Royal Commission is not 
binding. In’ the practical and the 
moral sense, however, this is cer-' 
tainly not the case. For, as the 
Mr. St. 
Laurent, made clear last January 
in the House of. Commons,_ the 
high calibre of the Royal Com- 
mission, consisting of three high 
court judges, -was calculated ‘to 
bring finality to the diesel fireman 
dispute. To this view no party in 
the House of Commons toolt ex- 
ception.
